MILLIONAIRE PRISONER. 
Served Twenty Years Bather Than Pay a 
Debt Ve Thought Unjust. 

On July 28, 1830, a man passed 
through the gates of the Debtors’ Pri- 
son of St. Pelagie, Paris, and looked 
about him in a dazed manner; his form 
was bent, his health broken, his clothes 
in tatters, and his beard inordinately 
long. 

For 22 years he had been shut up 
in the prison for the nonpayment of 
a debt; yet that man was a million- 
aire and could have liberated himself 
any moment by a few strokes of the 
pen, and at acost which would have 
been insignificant to him. 

That portion of the life-story of 
Colonel James Swan, the possessor of 
millions, is one of tha most striking 
examples known of down-right stur- 
bornness. 

Swan, after a varied career in the 
United States, left his native land for 
France, and settled in Paris. Here 
he made a lot of money, and the out- 
break of the revolution enabled him to 
increase that pile almost beyond the 
dreams of avarice. He was on good 
terms with both sides, which speaks 
well for his shrewdness, and when he 
returned to his native Boston, in 1794, 
he was the accredited agent of the Na- 
tional Convention. Swan had a well- 
appointed house in Paris, but he had a 
very natural desire to end his days in 
his native state, and gave the necessary 
instructions for the erection of a man- 
sion in Dorchester, Mass. After seeing 
the building well begun he left again 
for Paris. 

Ten years or more passed away, and 
people were wondering when the own- 
er of Swan House would settle down 
in that mansion. One day the news

And he even 
went further than that in order to 
emphasize his determination ant to 
tantalize his creditor by showing how 
easy it would be for him to pay the 
claim. ( : 

He hired a house opposite the pris- 
on and had it fitted up in the grandest 
style. He invited his friends to take 
up their abode in this mansion; he 
placed servants and carriages at their 
disposal, splendid receptions were held 
and grand dinner parties were given— 
all at his expense. And while the 
guests were eating and drinking the 
choicest viands and wines and enjoy- 
ing every luxury the man who was 
defraying the cost was subsisting on 
the plainest of fare and submitting to 
the indignities of prison life.

A CHARMED LIFE.

Lerd Wolseley'’s Wany Escapes from Death 
iu Action Told by a Correspondent — 

What He Hax Gone Through. 

A correspondent to the Nerth Brit- 
ish Daily Maif sent in the following 
interesting letter concerning Lord 
Wolseley’s wonderful escapes :— 

No living soldier, so far as I know, 
has experienced more remarkable es- 
capes from death than Field Marshal 
Viscount Wolseley. Campaign after 
campaign he has seemed to bear & 
charmed life. His first escape occur- 
red in the Burmese war, when an en- 
sign in the Eightieth Regiment. Along 
with another officer who was killed, he 
was leading a storming party against 
the fortified position of Myattoon, 
when struck by an iron jingal ball on 
the left thigh; the artery was laid bare 
but not cut; otherwise he would have 
bled to death in a few minutes. His 
condition, however, was most critical, 
and required the consiant attendance 
of a soldier for six months. Several 
Crimean war. One in the trenches be- 
fore Sebastopol in February, 1855, when 
his coat was pierced by a bullet; an- 
other, two months afterward, when 
scattered by a round shot; ant 
when, with Captain Peel. R. 
N., he dashed intf® a powder magazine, 
the entrance of Which had been set on 
fire by a shell, and managed to ex- 
taking of

cap, Knocking it from his head, and 
shortly afterwards he was wounded in 
the thigh by canister shot, and lost a 
considerable quantity of blood.

When storming the Motee Mahul at 
Lucknow 4 soldier, who had been his 
Servant in the Crimea, was shot, and 
fell on the sireet. Woiseley sprang 
out to carry him under shelter, when 
a mutineer at a distance of five or 
six yards took deliberate aim at hia 
and fired: but the bullet, instead of 
striking him, passed through the holy 
of the soldier. In the Rel River ex- 
pedition in i870, during a severe storm, 
of thunder and rain at night, a tree 
wis thrown down, ani in falling erush- 
ed a boat close to the spot where Wol- 
seley was sleeping. Im the Ashantee 
campaign, during the attack on the 
village of Ordashu, Wolseley, while

was struck on the helmet by a slug 
shot and knocked to the ground. If 
the slug had not been arreste! by the 
pugaree folds, the career of the com- 
mander-in-chief, would have been end- 
ed.

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CHANGING FROSI SUMMER TO 
WINTER FEEDING. 
On the majority of farms there are 
two marked changes in the manage- 
ment and feeding of the farmers’ class 
of stock. These changes occur in the 
fal! aad spring of the year, and are 
muca more marked at these seasons 
than at any other time during the 
year. For many classes of live stock 
she approach of winter means an en- 
tire change in the system of feeding, 
not gnly in the food given, but also a 
complete change in surroundings and 
manner of feeding; hence it requires 
not a little skill’on the part of the 
feeder that these rapid changes from 
succulent to dry food be 
as little disturbance to the animals aS 
possible. Fattening cattic, especially, 
should be watched carefully, for three 
are taken 
feed lots 


made with 


pr four weeks when they 
‘rom pastures and placed in 
apon dry ieod, as they are especially 
liable to suffer if the change is not 
judiciously made; and ofttimes it is 
found difficult to get a bunch of cat- 
tle from the pastures into the feed- 
Ing yards without many of them !os- 
ing a week or two. We have found 
that whenever a steer received 
a set-back due to carelessness in the 
thange of feeding methods that he 


bas 


rarely recovers during the entire feed- 
ing period which follows. Many good 
feeders follow the prac tice of commenc- 
ing to feed their steers while still on 
pasture, hauling out the corn, stalks 


and all, and scattering it on th 


ground. Of course only a limited 
amount of this 1s given at first, but 
it is gradually increased until the 
cattle are taken permanently from the 
pastures and placed in the feed lot 
Winter protection for stock is also a 
question of vital importance to farmers 
and feeders in the western states, and 
especially in those sectiona where tne 
thermometer hovers about zero a good 
portion of the time. We haye seen as 
fine a lot of cattle as were ever driv- 
en out of feed lots fed in open yards 
without any shelter whatever, except- 
ing a wind-break from the north, or 
possibly long ricks of straw located in 
favorable parts of the feeding lot ; 
but we are not prepared to advocate 
this system of feeding in any part of 
the western states We that 
a rain-proof shed will be profitable in 
every instance for the 
tening cattle: and, of course, cowsand 
Btock cattle should not be left out dur- 
ing inclement weather. Calves, par- 
ticularly, should be housed early at 
night and not turned out so eerly in 
the morning as the older stock. Dairy 
rows need particular attention; each 
cow should have a> separate consider- 
ation, and we believe that the weather 
must be exceptionally favorable to war- 
rant the turning out of this class. of 
stock. The careless housing of sheep, 
and the change from pastures to dry 
food is attended with a larger per- 
centage of loss, than, perhaps, with 
any other class of stock. It is advis- 
able that a liberal supply of succu- 
lent food be laid in for their early win- 
ter support. Turnips and — cabbage 
make a very good feed, and in fact a 
dee supply of these should be on hand 
or the entire periok of winter feed- 
Ing. Horses need particular care, and 
we do not consider it a good thing to 
allow them to run at will in the stalk 
fields or pasture fields during the se- 
vere weather of winter. Many farm- 
ers follow the practice of turning their 
work horses out into the fields to 
‘rough it’? as they call it, after the 
fall work is over. While the horses 
get all the roughing it that they cer- 
tainly need, we doubt very much 
whether this is a good practice to 
follow. The young colts should he 
watched carefully in the matter — of 


} elies e 


feeding, ard should be stabled early 
and Jate, and only permitted to) run 
put during the middle of the day. 


We believe that if farmers and stock 
raisers would exercise a little more 
rare in the winter management of 
their live stock it would conserve to a 
large degree the amount of food that 
Is usually required to carry them over 
the winter months, an besides, the 
stock would come out in the springin 
a much thriftier condition. 


CLAY LAND DURING 
SEASONS. 

Those farmers who broke up the nat- 

ural sod on clay lands secured two or 
three good crops; then they learned 
that the fertility had been so inter- 
mixed with the under clay soil that 


it is only during the most favorable 
seasons, with extraordinary care, that

a fair crop of grain is secured,. says 
a writer. In other seasons, failure oc- 
curs. Ditch deeply these clay soilsand 
‘ay tile drains. The ditches should be 
not more than thirty feet apart, the 
gile used not less than four inches in 
diameter, running into mains not 
jess than six inches in ciameter, and 


tbe drains not less than thirty in 
deep. 

A very good way to cheapen tile 
drainage-is to plaw the field into 
lands just the width between — the 


drains, or thirty feet, making the wa- 
ter furrow come where the ditches are 
to be cut. Plow in this manner for 
three successive times, first for a 
corn crop, then for an oat crop, then 
for a wheat crop, ridging the lands 
and deepening the water furrows. It 
will be found that better crops have 
been raised than when the ground was 
plowed and left level. The water fur- 
rows have drained the water from ad- 
joining. lands during winter and 
spring months and the soil is more 
porous. Then there is only eight to 
twelve inckes of dirt to spade in or- 
der to get the tile laid the proper 
depth. the ground is then plowed 
back into the furrowa over the tiles. 
Strawy manure or corn-stalks. from 
the stable yard, light brush, old rot- 
ted wood and rubbish plowed under 
keeps the sof! from packing. The tiles 
then carry off the surface water much 
more quickly than when the drains 
are put through the hard clay, thirty 
or thirty-six inches in depth. The soil 
should Le deepened an inch at each 
slowing until a furrow ten inches deep 
as beep sei sel

coarse fertilizer as cam be secured at 
reasonable rates. This, incor; orated 
with the clay soik to a depth of ten 
inches, takes up moisture and holds it 
for the benefit of the roots of plants

After the soil has been plowed in) 
spring, there should be thorough culti- , 
vation before planting. Then with due) 
diligence in tilling afterward, good 
paying crops will result even during | 
drouthy seasons. The men who say. 
that they are not able to tile drain 
their Jands, can surely thoroughly 
drain one acre, and that area propery 
fertilized and tilled will produce good | 
crops and means with which to tile | 
drain other acres. Several years ago, 
I drained twoacres of stiff-clay lands 
with hardpan clay subsoit which had | 
failed to produce paying crops, at an | 
expense of forty-five dollars. 
plowed and drilled to wheat. The crop} 
amounted to fifty-six bushels and sold | 


for 518.16, or $3.16 more than thedrain-jtiee, If it should be necessary to have} 


ing cost. Ten loads of stable manure} 
were applied to the wheat during the 
winter. The tile draining causes the 
soi! to be more porous, and enatles 
the rains tocarry the surface fertility 
deep into the soil. 


CARE OF BROODER CHICKS. 


1 The down of “just hatched” chicks 
is no protection from cold, and in win- 


ter great care must. be exercised that 
no chick becomes chilled. : | 
2. Like full-grown poultry, chicks | 
need exercise. Keep them busily | 
i 


scratching in light litter furnished for 
the purpose. : 

3. Keep currents of air, from passing | 
over the chicks when in the brooders. | 
If bowel disease appears ié is usually | 


due to colds induced principally from 
lack of warmth at night. 
4. When chicks droop and appear | 


sleepy, look for large gray lice on the | 
heads or necks. | 

5. Dry feed is best for chicks, feed 
three times a day, but scatter millet | 
or other small grain in tite litter to in- | 
duce them to scratch. A good autbor- | 
ity on broeder-raised chicks says they 
should have “rolled” dry oats for their 
first food scattered where they can } ick 
it up. Stale bread crumbs, dipped in 
!resh milk, are also good. These should 
be placed in littla troughs. Alter the 
fourth day give the bread and milk 
for the morning meal, rolled vats at 
noon, and cracked wheat. and cracked 
corn at night, with occasionally a 1it- 
tle chopped eggs or, meat. After they 
are ten days old feed them anything 
they will eat, compelling them to 
scratch as much as possible 

6. Supply water in such a way that 
the chicks cannot get themselves wet. 
Furnish grit in the shape of coarse 
sand, pounded shells, or some hard 
material. 

7. The main requirement for — suc- 
cessful raising of thrifty brooder chicks 
is warmth. If the chicks crowd oI 
gether at night, you may be sure there 
is Jack of warmth. If they separate 
under the brooder they are comfort- 
able. In winter, the temperature of | 
the brooder should be not less) than 
ninety degrees and not more than 4& 
hundred degrees. 


: Examine the heat- 
ing apparatus, as well as the position | 
of the chicks, at bedtime, also early in 
the morning. 

%. Keep the brooder clear. 

9. Feed a variety of food, but let 
cracked wheat and cracked corn be a 
part of the ration after the chicks are 
old enough to eat them. Give cut clo- 
ver hay for green food. Iresh milk 
may be given, but not sour. 


YO SALT BEEF AND DRIED BEEF.

We have just been salting corn 
by a recipe a friend gave me 
year, and as the meat keyit the hest 
and was the nicest we ever had, will 
send it for others to try, writes Aunt 
M. Cut up the meat as soon as cold 
and put it in a cool place where. it 
will not freeze, to ripen for four to 
eight days, according to age of creature 
five days is long enough for a_ two- 
year-old. Then take an iron toiler two- 
thirds full of boiling water, be sure 
it boils, and put in as many pieces 
of meat as it will hold, put on the 
cover and let it boil about ten min- 
utes, then take out and put in some 
more for the same length of time, be- 
ing sure there is a good fire and the 
\.ater is boiling hot every time. This 
process closes the pores of the meat 
on the Gutside and keeps the juices 
from going into the brine. When the 
meat that is to be salted has all been 
cooked a few minutes, pack in the 
meat barrel, put on a weight and add 
the following brine, boiling hot: Two 
ounces saltpeter, two pounds brown 
pie i six pounds coarsa salt, to four 
gallons of water. s 

To salt dried beef—To every thirty 
pounds of meat take one quart of fine 
salt, one tablespoonful fine saltpeter, 
and the best West India ~ molasses, 
enough to color the mixture a light 


brown. Mix and rub over each piece 
of meat and pack in a large jar as 
closely as possible, and put on a 


weight. In forty-eight hours turn 
over the top pieces, and if it is packed 
close enough, there will be brine 
enough to cover. In four to six weeks 
it will be ready to dry. *

TO PROPERLY MAKE A BED. 
In bed making as in everything else 


less method. It requires very little 
more time, and certainly adds tenfold 
to the comfort of the occupant. Every 
careful housewife is particular about 
airing the bedclothes every morning. 
Just a few minutes will not suffice, 
but every piece should be spread out 
upon achair by an open window for 
at least one hour. One very neat 
housekeeper leaves her beds until all 
her other work is done in the morning. 
The windows areopened when the oc- 
cupants leave their rooms, the clothes, 
even to the mattress being turned over 
or taken off, and by the time she comes 
to make up the beds they are nicely 
aired. 

Once a week the entire bed and 
springs should receive a thorough 
brushing with a whisk broom. The mat- 
tress, too, should be brushed free from 
dust, and should be turned over every 
day. This will save it from becoming 
hollow on one side or in any place. 
The mattresses which come in two 
parts are very easy to turn, and it 
is said, they wear longer than those 
all in one. It is a good idea to have | 
a muslin cover for the entire mattress, | 
made like a slip and buttoned at one! 
end. This keeps the mattress clean | 
and is easily removed when laundering | 
is necessary. The very best mattress | 
is one of hair, and it should be jaid 
upon a woven wire spring. Very few 
housewives nowadays use feather bols- 
ters. They are unwieldly and are pro-| 
nounced by physicians to be unhealthy. | 
A good mattress, beaten up every day, | 
is by far the best thing to sleep on.

Collect the 
eggs fresh each day, carefully examine 
them to see that they are free from 
cracks, lower them with care into the 
liquid, and put them in a cool place 
where they will not be disturbed. The 
liquid should stand above the eggs to 
a depth of two inches. Look at them 
from time to time to see if the water 
has not evaporated. If it has. add a 
little cold water. One who has tried 
it says that eggs will keep perfectly 
good for twelve months when put up 
in this way.

A Mince’s Health Wrecked by & Vegetable 
He Discovered in Alaska. 

A man has just arrived from Alaska 
with some bags of gold dust which he 
would like to swap for a remedy for 
the mysterious poison which he took 
into his system while he was putting 
the gold into his pockets. It all came 
of his knowing too much about botany 
and being too curious ebout green 
weeds which he had never seen before 
and which had a pleasant taste. He 
was unconscious for three weeks, and 
he has been almost paralyzed ever 
since. 

His name is L. Goth, and he was up 
in the Yukon country for four years. 
Previous to going thither he was 4 
landscape gardener at Seattle. He 
has brought back with him $15,000 or 

20,000 in gold dust, title to valueable 
claims on Birch and Deadwood creeks, 
ruined health, a mysterious ailment 
and information of a new kind of vece- 
table poison. He was prospecting 
early this year on Birch Creek with a 
few companions. They were about 
thirty miles trom Circle City, where 
a mountain rises abruptly from a shelf 
along the shore of the creek. AS they 
neared a knoll at the base of the moun- 
tain the temperature grew very much 
warmer and onthe knoll they found 3 
springs of boiling hot water. The only 
vegetation near the springs was a vivid 
green weed which grew on the very 
brink of the steaming, bubbling basin. 
It had a long stem, bare of leaves, and 
on the end asinzle, bulb-like preen 
flower. If Goth had known nothing otf 
botany and cared as little about genera 
and species as most prospectors he 
would not now be a physical wreck 
But that green plant was like nothing 
he had even seen in his experience as 
a landscape gardener, and his curtostty 
was aroused. He plucked one of the 
green stems and examined it carefully. 
It had a pleasant odor, and as he smell- 
ed it he thoughtiessly bit off one of the 
petals of the bulb. The taste was 
agreeable and he chewed and swallowed 
it. 

“Half an hour afterward,” says Mr. 
Goth, “L suddenly became very dizzy 
and fell down unconscious. For three 
weeks I knew nothing, except that oc- 
casionally { would come to a sort of 
half-consciousness for a few minutes. 
But such periods were like dreams dis- 
turbing a deep sleep. Ll can barely re- 
member them. When I finally came 
to my senses I was too weak to lilt 
hand or foot, and for .four 
months was confined to my bed. My 
left arm was aimost paratyzed, and is 
yet, and in every muscle of my body I 
could feel the effect of the polson I 
bad taken into my system by chewing 
the one small piece of that strange 
plant. [L ean now drag myself about 
but allthe strength of my body seems 
snapped. No one to whom I have de- 
scribe | the plant knows anything about 
it, and I suppose my experience with 
it will result in adding a new and pow- 
erful poison to the pharmacopoeia.”

NEW CANADIAN OIL FIELDS. 


Working for Wealth in secret—Eversthing 
Faveurable for Development. . 


A special correspondent writes to the 
Financial News, London:—If only a 
portion of the reports which are to 
hand concerning the value of the oil 
wells in Canada an! the United States 
are reliable,the riches of the Klondike 
gold fields almost fade into insignifi- 
cance. A great deal of excitemmet 
prevails at present in Canada, where, 
in eastern Quebec, the Gasype oil fields 
have created something like a boom 

For the past two or three years an 
English company, known as the Petro- 
leum Oil Trust, Limited, has been 
carrying on operations with great 
secrecy, all the employes being bound 
not to divulge anything. they might 
learn about the company's business ; SO 
that up till recently it has been very 
difficult to obtain anything like com- 
plete or reliable information. But cer- 
tain facts have now leaked out, and the 
potential wealth of the Gaspe oil fields 
no longer remains a secret. The pto- 
prietary company referred to ovns 
over 48,000 freehold acres of oil-Learing 
lands and of mineral and oil-bearing 
rights in perpetuity, which are free of 
rent and royalties. All the necessary 
features which usually betoken the 
existence of petroleum in quantities ob- 
tained in the peninsula of Gaspe. 


NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 


The geographical position of Gaspe, 
and the fact of its being on the sea- 
board within seven days passage of 
London, anid 1,000 miles nearer to Eu- 
ropean markets than the United States 
oilfields, give it many advantages in 
the matter of carriage and freight. 
Labour, timber and fuel are cleap and 
abundant, while the climate is favor- 
able for petroleum mining all the year 
round. 

As to the productive power of the 
Petroleum Oi! Trust territory, it is 
stated officially that, at the lowest es- 
timate, from 10,000 to 12,000 wells may 
be sunk upon the property. In this 
prosaic nineteenth century it seems 
almost impossiile to believe that dur- 
ing the twenty-two years previous to 
1887 profits amounting to the enor- 
mous sum of £120,000,000 were made 
from petroleum and its pro!ucts.

SUGGESTIONS TO HOUSEKEEPER:. 


Though there are a great many 
cleansing agents in the field for use on 
wash day, none of them are more effi- 
cient, harmless and inexpensive than 
the old-fashioned Javelle water. To 
make it is but little trouble. Put four 
pounds of salsoda into a granite pan 
or stoneware crock and pour over it 
four quirts of boiling water. Adda 
pound of chloride of lime; stir till well 
dissolved and let stand till cold. Then 
draw off the clear liquid, strain it in- 
to jugs or bottles, and. cork it for use. 
A gill is sufficient for a boilerful of 
clothes. It must not be used with 
colored clothing. 

Don’t rub your face curtains in 
laundering hem. Squeeze them in the 
hands. Use plenty of water and 
plenty of soap. And don’t put them 
into water till you have thoroughly 
shaken the dust out of them. To give 
the ecru tint make the starch with 
weak coffee straining it through fine 
muslin to remove any sediment.
